To  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

One  of  the  specialized  services  of  the  Illinois 
State  Police  is  the  presentation  of  programs  on 
law  enforcement  related  subjects.  This  is  the 
primary  responsibility  of  the  men  assigned  to  the 
Public  Affairs  Section.  Our  officers  present  pro¬ 
grams  to  the  schools,  civic  clubs,  youth  and 
fraternal  organizations  and  others  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  learning  more  about  traffic  safety 
and  crime  prevention. 

A  Public  Information  Officer  has  an  insight  into 
crime  and  traffic  problems.  This  insight  is  gain¬ 
ed  through  experience  as  a  trooper  patrolling  the 
highways.  He  attends  and  participates  in  various 
conferences  and  seminars  concerning  all  aspects 
of  public  safety.  His  knowledge  and  education  is 
advanced  by  attending  courses  at  various 
universities . 

Other  services  provided  include  assisting  driver 
education  teachers,  participating  in  school  bus 
driver  conferences  and  aiding  local  safety 
groups. 

Radio  and  television  stations  and  newspapers 
often  use  our  services  to  provide  information  to 
the  public. 

Your  group  may  obtain  any  of  these  services 
listed  in  this  pamphlet  by  contacting  the  nearest 
State  Police  Headquarters  in  the  area  in  which 
you  live. 

Please  contact  the  District  Headquarters  as  far 
in  advance  as  possible  in  order  to  get  a  program 
on  the  date  of  your  preference.  Due  to  the  heavy 
demand  for  this  service,  the  minimum  time  to 
request  a  program  is  two  weeks  prior  to  the  pro¬ 
gram  date.

DRIVER  AWARENESS  PROGRAM:  What  is  your  mental  attitude  when  driving? 

Are  you  a  courteous  driver?  Do  you  treat  other  motorists  as  individuals? 

BICYCLE  SAFETY:  Do  traffic  laws  apply  to  bicycle  riders?  Who  is  responsible  for 
children  riding  bicycles?
